Canada’s new Minister of External 
Affairs told the Commons that the 
unified western resistance against 
Soviet aggression was alone responsi- 
ble for the current easing of world 
tension. = 

‘He pointed out that fear was grip- 
ping the world because the Com- 
munist leaders had proclaimed time 
and time again that capitalism or 
communism must perish, one or the 
other, 

He strongly underlined what Prime 
Minister St. Laurent had said that 
Canada could not remain nutral in the 
event of another war. “If we at- 
tempted to do so,” he asked, “What 
would happen?” 

Most Canadians would be loyal] to 
the Mother Country and to our good 
neighbors to the south, In addition 
to that, isolation would split our 
own country wide open in a way 
which we have avoided but none too 
casily in the last two wars, It would 
end Canadian unity and the strength 
of the nation itself. 

Mr. Pearson is 61 years old and has 
spent many years in the diplomatic 
service, He was given a rousing re- 
ception by all sides of the house, ag 
all recognize his ability. 

“The Atlantic pact does not give 
us the certainty of peace”, he said, 
No human achievement can do that. 
It is essential for our security at the 
moment and gives us the best change 
of peace in the future. It is the 
est hope for the establishment of 
relations between the two worlds if 
not of friendship at least of mutual 
toleration.

FOR SOME YEARS THERE HAS BEEN a shortage of qualified teach- 
ers in Canada and as a result, standards of education have suffered in some 
parts of the country. During the war many teachers entered the armed 
forces or went to work in essential industries. At the same time hundreds 
of other young men and women who might normally have entered the 
teaching profession went straight from schoo! to the services or to indus- 
try. Since the war ended there has been a continuous shortage of labor in 
Canada, and teachers have still been leaving their work to accept positions 
in other fields, while the number of those taking teacher training courses 
has failed to increase sufficiently to meet the growing demand. At the 
same time, the population has increased steadily and there has been need 
for more and more staff for both city and country schools, 

s *. * . . 
e Figures made public by the Canadian Education Asso- 
Must Train ciation in 1948 showed that there was need at that 
time for 10,700 more qualified teachers in Canada. By 
Many More 1958, it was predicted that 17,000 more teachers would 
be required, taking into account the normal increase in population during 
that period. Adding the present deficiency in teachers to that number, the 
need in 1958 would be for approximately 25,000 more teachers than we have 
at the present time. A survey conducted by the Education Association 
also showed that of 66,000 teachers trained in the ten year period between 
19388 and 1948, only 26,000 are now in the profession, and that the loss in 
teachers during that period amounted to sixty per cent. of the total number 
trained. On the basis of these figures it was calculated that, if normal re- 


quirements are to be filled, between 100,000 and 120,000 teachers will have 


to be trained here in the next ten years.

; * These figures show that there will be a need for 
Situation May almost twice as many teachers as were trained in 
the last ten years, not allowing for any increase in 
Become Acute the number leaving the profession. It is clear that 
unless something is done to attract more men and women to teaching, and 
unless conditions are made sufficiently attractive to compete with those in 
other professions, the situation will become increasingly acute, Teachers’ 
salaries have long been a subject of controversy, but present conditions in- 
dicate that unless teachers can be paid for their services in proportion to 
what is paid to those with similar qualifications in other professions and in 
industry, it will fail to attract and to hold industrious, progressive men and 
women, Some improvement has been made in the last decade in teachers’ 
salaries in both city and country schools, but it is obvious that unless the 
country is to be faced with an increasingly scrious situation more thought 
and attention will have to be given to the problem of raising the level of 
conditions in teaching to such a place that there will always be an adequate 
supply of fully trained teachers. Until that time, educational standards 
are bound to suffer and the lack of well-trained teachers will leave its mark 
on future generations of Canadian citizens.

The 
Tuttle bull was the first Polled Here- 
ford bull to go into Nova Scotia and 
Mr. Cail wrote Malcolm McGregor 
of Brandon, Manitoba, who sold the 
bull to Tuttle inquiring if he could 
get a similar bull. As a result of 
correspondence, Mr, Cail purchased 
sight unscen Mighty Otto. This bull 
is by Otto A, the sire of the Tuttle 
bull, and out of a full sister to the 
dam of the Tuttle bull, and is a half 
brother to Otto Leader who was sold 
at Toronto Royal Show in 1947 and 
flown to the Argentine where he was 
Reserve Grand Champion at the 
great Palmerno Show.

The economy of Canada's 
jgreat midwest was materially 
strengthened in 1948 when gold 
and base metal production hit 
the highest dollar mark in the 
mining industry's. history. 

Combined mineral production of 
$61,188,891 for Mahitoba and Sask- 
atchewan exceeded 1947 by 20.4%. 
Manitoba's output of $26,767,711 in 
1948 was 46.8% above 1947. Saskat- 
chewan’s production, including petro- 
leum output from the Lloydminster 
field, ‘ finished 5.6% above 1947 at 
$34,421,180, 


Canada Increased 
Population By 
188,000 Last Year 


Canada’s population increased by 
188,000 last year, rising to 12,307,000 
from 12,119,000, the Dominion Bu- 
reau of Statistics reported recently. 

The report, based on the bureau’s 
annual population estimate, showed 
the largest population rises since 
1941 in Ontario, Quebec and British 
Columbia, with decreases of 66,000 in 
Saskatchewan, 3,000 in Manitoba and 
1,000 in Prince Edward Island. 

Overall gain in population since 
the last Dominion census in 1941 was 
shown as 800,000, or more than 7 per 
cent. 

Ontario's population rose by 319,- 
000, Quebec 298,000, British Colum- 
bia 185,000, Nova Scotia 34,000, New 
Brunswick 23,000, Alberta 4,000, 
Northwest Territories 4,000 and the 
Yukon 3,000.
